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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The estimated population of New South Wales on 31st 
December, 1905, was 1,496,050. This shows an increase for the 
year of 34,517, or at the rate of 2°36 per cent., the largest since 
1892. The total increase was 11,000 more than the average during 
the preceding four years. The birth-rate, 26-76 per 1,000 of popu- 
lation, showed a slight recovery; and the death-rate, 10-13 per 
1,000, was the lowest on record. 

T1ade.—The imports during February were valued at £2,365,231, which 
is £19,601 more than the corresponding month of last year. For 
the first two months there was a decrease of £369,354 as compared 
with last year. The direct oversea imports during the month 
amounted to £1,307,032, as compared with £993,206 in February, 
1905. There was a falling-off in apparel and soft goods, and 
in gold, while increases were shown in metal manufactures, iron and 


steel, and sugar. 

The oversea exports for February amounted to £3,171,497, and 
for the first two months to £5,739,854, which show increases of 
£899,248 and £1,715,913, respectively, compared with the corres- 
ponding periods of last year. There were increases in the value 
of all the principal articles, especially butter, wool, and gold. 
Wheat, however, shows a falling off. 

Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals won in New South 
Wales during 1905 was £6,812,126, there being the large increase 
of £592,075 over the value for 1904. To the total, gold contributed 
£1,165,013, the largest value since 1899; silver and lead, £2,494,052, 
the largest since 1900; coal, £2,003,461; and copper, £511,754. 
The largest increases during the year were shown in silver-lead, zine, 
and copper. 

Prices.—The general index number for February was shghtly higher than 
in January, and was higher than in the corresponding month during 
the last five years. The index number for pastoral produce was 
1,310; for metals, 1,328; and for all articles, 1,243. During the 


month butter and wheat receded slightly, wool and sheepskins 


advanced, and lead and copper declined. 

Meteorology.—During February the temperature was warm and sultry, 
and in the western districts readings were high. There were 
three or four useful falls of rain, especially in the west and north- 
west divisions. In the remainder of the State the falls were slightly 


below the average.
